BERLIN, May 9 (®—A Red Wehr- 
macht which East German govern- 
ment circles said may number 
350,000 troops by autumn was in 
the making tonight. 

The Soviet zone’s Communist 
bosses polished up a broad defense 
bill legalizing this rearmament— 
ostensibly to counter plans of West 
Germany to line up defensively 
with the West. 

Usually reliable sources in both 
East and West Berlin said the bill 
includes a draft clause which would 
permit the Communist government 
to make army service compulsory. 

The East zone has already 
launched a recruiting campaign 
among its Communist Free Ger- 
man Youth (FDJ) and apparently 
is making ready to tap East Ger- 
mans reluctant to rush to the 
colors. 

The defense bill is to be present- 
ed later to the Volkskammer (peo- 
ple’s chamber) for rubber stamp- 
ing. 

Prime Minister Otto Grotewohl 
and President Wilhelm Pieck have 
trumpeted from East German 
speaking platforms that rearma- 
ment is necessary as a defense 
against West German plans to pro- 
vide 400,000 soldiers for the pro- 
jected unified European army.

6 Nations Sign

This army, intended to include 
400,000 West German trodps, is to 
be placed at the disposal of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) in the Western front 
against aggression.

WASHINGTON, May 9— The 
United States, Britain and France 
prodded Russia today for reply to 
the three-power request March 13 
for adoption of an abbreviated 
treaty for Austria. 

A State department official mak- 
ing the announcement charged the 
Soviet role in Austria negotiations 
was a “classic study of Soviet ob- 
structionism and procrastination.” 

The treaty, consisting of eight 
articles, would end 14 years of oc- 
cupation for Austria by Germany 
and the Allies and restore the na- 
tion to full freedom and _ inde- 
pendence. 

Request for action on the treaty 
proposal was transmitted in identi- 
cal notes by embassies of the three 
Western countries to the Soviet 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 
Moscow. 

Since 1947, the note said, ‘‘sev- 
eral hundred meetings’’ of Big 
Four representatives have failed 
to bring about agreement on the 
Austrian situation. For this reason, 
the note said the abbreviated 
treaty was proposed. 

“This government considers its 
proposal provides a basis for im- 


mediate and equitable settlement 
in Austria which would relieve:a 
source of constant tension in Eu- 
rope and render justice to the 
Austrian people,’’ the American 
note said.

These families, all former tenants and 
sharecroppers, have become full-fledged farm 
owners during the past year through final 
payment of Farmers Home Administration 
loans which enabled them to become self- 
sufficient economic units. 


As such they join the hundreds of other 
Georgians who have achieved a record un- 
excelled by any other state in the nation 
under a program sponsored and kept alive 
by Georgia’s Sen. Richard B. Russell. Under 
it, Senator Russell has aided more of the 
South’s underprivileged than all of those 
who would’ make capital out of the civil 
rights issue. 


When established as the old Farm Secu- 
rity ‘Administration, the program was at- 
tacked as another New Deal socialistic scheme. 
Actually, it has demonstrated the finest 
achievements of real democracy in action. It 
has made good citizens, homeowners and tax- 
payers out of thousands of subsistence farm- 
ers whose only failing was a lack of oppor- 
tunity and supervision.

The tenant farmer, the mule and the one- 
crop system have cost Georgia and the South 
untold billions in wasted soil and human 
effort. Today, these 158 Georgia families 
and their predecessors—most of whom paid 
off their loans years before they were due— 
are spearheading a new day for agriculture. 

There is still much to be done. The Na- 
tional Bureau of Economic Research, after 
exhaustive studies, recently pointed out that 
the problem of poverty in America today 


is more of a problem of the farm economy 


than that of the industrial community. 

Even so, the median income of farm fami- 
lies increased from $453 in 1939 to $1,510 
in 1947. 

Capital investments on farms in the form 
of machinery, buildings and conveniences are 
helping to raise the farm families’ living 
standards to an equal with their counter- 
parts in industry. The marginal or subsist- 
ence farmers are becoming fewer in numbers. 

We congratulate these Georgians who have 
grasped their opportunities when offered. 
We thank Senator Russell and others who 
recognized the growing problem of the land- 
less as a threat to the American system and 
economy. Our land reforms, which in other 
nations have taken the form of slavery under 
communism, are being accomplished through 
the will of and co-operation of the farmers 
themselves. 

The result is a strengthening of the 
base on which our democracy rests.

The Unreconstructed 
Will Wait for Par 


We see by the papers that in New York, a 
Northern city on the Eastern seaboard, dollar bills 
of the late Confederacy are selling these days for 
10 cents. Yankee psychologists, of course, 
put this down as another fad phenomenon, like the 
hoisting of the Stars and Bars from auto antennas 
and the wearing of Johnny Reb caps by the small 
fry. This is all probably true, but nonetheless we 
foresee some interesting effects south of the Mason 
and Dixon line. 

The descendants of one Southern gentleman of 
our former acquaintance are in for a bonanza— 
unexpected by them perhaps, but long prophesied 
by the old gentleman himself. In the attic there 
are trunks of Confederate money, put there by 
our late friend in the confident expectation that 
some day its value would return. This unrecon- 
structed anticipation was based on the theory that 
some day people would recognize it as good, sound 
money after all. 

Well, 10 cents on the dollar is hardly riches, 
but it should bring some comfort to the old gentle- 
man, wherever he is, and it may cause some im- 
patient rummaging around in other Southern attics. 
After all, this makes Confederate money worth 
even more than it was in the last days before 
Appomattox. The quaint thought that occurs to us 
is that perhaps our confident Confederate is be- 
ing proved right for the wrong reasons. The Con- 
federate dollar, as any economist will agree, isn’t 
catching up with the Union’s money. When infla- 
tion hit the Rebels, it—like Grant—hit so hard they 
never recovered. 

Yet it could be that the Union money is just 
catching down to the Confederate. The Union, 
too, has lately had a bit of inflation and, while 
we have a long way to go, the Union govern- 
ment has finally got around to some of the 
fiscal policies of Jeff Davis.

‘Deutschland Uber Alles’ Misinterpreted 


In Translation, German Consul Declares 


Atlanta—Last Tuesday your es- 
teemed paper carried a news 
item dealing with the report that 
Theodor Heuss, president of the 
Federal Republic of Germany, 
in an exchange of letters with 


Chancellor Adenauer suggested 
that the Bonn Republic should 
‘‘recognize the facts of the case,”’ 
namely Deutschland Uber Alles, 
to be the national anthem of 
Western Germany. 


This item was carried under 
the headline ‘‘Germany Over All, 
a Hitler Cry, Proclaimed An- 
them at Bonn.” 


Permit me to say that this sen- 
tence could lead to a misinter- 
pretation of the move of Presi- 
dent Heuss which this statesman 
of an irreproachable democratic 
past does not deserve; the last 
thing the chief of our nation and 
the Federal Government wish to 
do is, beyond any doubt, to cre- 
ate the impression that they en- 
dorse anything coming from Hit- 
ler. An adoption of the national 
hymn ‘‘Deutschland Uber Alles’’ 


to my mind should not lend itself 
to such interpretation. 
First of all it must be pointed 


out time and again that the words 
‘‘Deutschland Uber Alles’’ should 
not be translated ‘‘Germany 
Over All.’’ The author of the 
song, Hoffman von Fallersleben, 
was a contemporary and cofight- 
er of the great American states- 
man Karl Schurz who, before 
coming to this country as a po- 
litical refugee, was one of the 
liberal German leaders against 
reaction. Hoffman von *Fallers- 
leben was fighting for a united 
German democracy. His words 
were aiming at encouraging the 
spirit of love for a united Ger- 
many, doing away with the par- 
ticularism of all those small in- 
dependent principalities spread 
over German soil, and planting 
into the people’s hearts an over- 
all love for a united country. 
The real meaning of the words 
would, therefore, rather be ‘‘Ger- 
many first in our hearts” and 
this sense is not changed by

Fleetingly mentioned was the 
fact 275 Mexicans were imported to help tend to the cotton harvest 
last fall, this despite the fact that the over-all labor supply last year 


on the state’s farms was adequate. 


This lengthy prologue is by way 
of getting around to further elab- 
oration on the matter of mobility 
of farm labor. As practically 
everyone—city dweller included— 
knows, the greatest demand for 
farm labor comes at the time of 
harvesting. Forever sounding 
the hoofbeats of urgency is the 
specter of crops going to waste 
in the fields for lack of harvest- 
ing. When crops are ready, they 
must be gathered. 


The Farm Placement Program 
of the Department of Labor of 
the state provides in a report 
of last year’s activities a thumb- 
nail understanding of the scope of 
the harvest problem. Here’s a 
listing of personnel totals for 
various crops: 

Cotton chopping and pick-

The report had this to say, in 
part, about the securing of farm 
laborers : 

“On account of the increased 
yield of cotton and the increased 
acreage planted, it was neces- 
sary to move 247 workers from 
the northern part of the state to 
the southern part. It was also 
necessary to move in 275 Mexi- 
can Nationals. All other labor 
requirements were met on a 
strictly local and day-haul basis.’’ 

Recruiting of labor for the 
farm is not without its headaches. 
The following two paragraphs, 
reaped in entity from the “‘Geor- 
gia Farm Labor Report—1951,” 
illustrate the point: 

“One of the greatest problems 
encountered was the recruitment 
of labor for the small farmer who 
had no transportation facilities 
and no housing facilities. 

‘“‘Wage rates were also respon- 
sible for the failure to fill some 
orders. Where most farmers were 
paying $3 per hundred for pick- 
ing cotton, some declined to pay 
more than $2 to $2.50. In some 
instances there was pirating of 
labor. A crew would be recruit- 


ed for one farmer at what seemed 
to be a fair price and another 
farmer would drive by in his 
truck and offer more. Naturally, 
the labor would go with the farm- 
er who paid the highest rate.’’ 


The farm labor report rec- 
ords that in 1951 a total of 1,488 
workers went outside Georgia 
to participate in harvesting, 
many of them going to Can- 
ada. The total of out-migration 
last year was 492 more than 
the number so wending their 
way in 1950. 


More than 300 workers went 
to Connecticut (I neglected to 
ascertain what they went to har- 
vest). The 217 who went to Can- 
ada did so to take a hand in to- 
bacco work. Nearly 300 work- 
ers went to Florida, and the 


guess is hazarded they were em- . 


ployed in citrus and truck crop 
operations. 

This business of harvest labor 
is a matter of mobility—getting 
the necessary people to where 
they are needed. Evidently the 
state service is doing quite well 
in this endeavor; 151,966 place- 
ments last year as compared to 
126,060 in 1950. 

That is what one may call get- 
ting around the problem.

Welt.” I would translate it ‘‘Ger- 
many first in our hearts, mean- 
ing more to us than anything else 
in the world.” 

After the Franco-Prussian War 
of 1870-71 we had two national 
anthems in the German empire; 
one was “Heil Dir im Sieger- 
kranz’’ which glorified the em- 
perors of Germany and which 
was sung after the melody of 
*“‘God Save the King.”’ The other 
was ‘‘Deutschland Uber Alles’’ 
which was sung on every public 
occasion of national interest, as I 
remember only too well from my 
schoolboy days. 


When the Weimar Republic 
came into being after World 
War I, it was the first presi- 
dent of the German republic, 
the Social-Democrat Friedrich 
Ebert, who solemnly pro- 
claimed “Deutschland Uber 
Alles” as the national anthem. 


When Hitler came into power 
he was clever enough not to take 
the entire song away from the 
German people. He rather al- 
lowed the first verse of ‘‘Deutsch- 
land Uber Alles” to be sung of- 
ficially, to be followed not by its 
two remaining verses, but by the 
*‘Horst Wessel Lied’’ which, in- 
deed, was the ‘‘Hitler cry.” 


This is the situation as I see 
it. If I may be allowed to give 
my personal opinion on the sub- 
ject, it is this: Germany again 
and again has been forced in its 
tragic modern history to break 
with almost every tradition, 
doubtlessly some good and proud 
ones among them. The German 
people should not be misinter- 
preted, if they at least keep up 
the honored tradition of their 
national hymn which is really 
close to their hearts.

As the Kinomaker 


WASHINGTON—Whether or not he wins the 
Democratic presidential nomination, Senator Rus- 
sell’s victory over Tennessee Sen. Estes Kefauver 


in the Florida preferential primary this week sets him up in a posi- | 


tion to be the kingmaker at the coming party national convention. 
Most observers here are now agreed on that score. 


Since no other Southern state 
will hold a preferential primary 
this year, the Florida results cer- 
tify Senator Russell as the fa- 
vorite candidate of the South for 
the Democratic nomination. As 


such it seems all the more cer- 
tain that he will go to the na- 


tional convention with one of the 
most important blocks of dele- 
gates of any candidate. Vari- 
ous estimates are made that he 
will show a first ballot strength 


of upward of 300 votes, most of 
them from the Southern tier of 
states. 


With that powerful backing 
the Georgia senator, it is be- 
lieved, will be in a position to 
virtually dictate who the party 
nominee is, if he is unable to 
land the nomination himself. He 
is expected to control approxi- 
mately half of the number of 
delegates necessary to nomi- 
nate. What that means can be 
easily visualized. It tends to 
put Russell in the most ad- 
vantageous strategic spot oc- 
cupied by any Southern Demo- 
crat at a national convention in 
years. 


Opinion seems to be somewhat 
divided here on how far Senator 
Russell advanced his own candi- 
dacy by his defeat of Kefauver 
in the Florida primary.
